Sir E Grey. As has already been stated, 
the question of the date tax is to be more fully 


studied by the Egyptian Government in the 


current year. The fiscal ‘policy is in favour of 
lessening the burden of taxation generally 
wherever possible. But, in view of difficulties of 
detail and of necessities of revenne, it is im- 
possible for the Egyptian Government to give 
any pledge as to how this particular tax can be 
dealt with. 


SANITATION IN EGYPTIAN TOWNS,
